Railroad Yard Scene 
of Mystery. 


Strange eircumstances that point to 
robbery and murder, in which the vic- 
tim was spirited away after being 
laid upon a railroad track and dis- 
covered, confront the Desplaines street 
police with a mystery.

The head lay across the south 
rail and the feet touched the north 
rail. To McCamant it looked as if the 


man had been placed there to be run 
over by a train so as to make it appear 
that death was accidental. 


Men Loitering Near. 

One hundred feet south of where the 
body lay, McCamant saw ‘three men 
Standing in the shadow of a building. 
Another man was walking away from 
the spot where the form was dis- 
covered. 

McCamant hurried to a switch shanty 
to call the police. The Desplaines 
street auto patrol with Officers Dow- 
ling and Donahue was at the railroad 
crossing within five minutes. So quick 
had the run been made that McCamant 
did not have time to get back to the 
crossing before the arrival of the 
police. 

“Well,” spoke Patrolman Dowling, 
“what's the matter over here?” 

“There's a dead man over there on, 
that team track,” said the yardmaster, 
swinging his lantern in the direction,

Dowling and Donahue looked around, 
but saw no sign of a dead man. 

“He was there five minutes ago,” 
said McCamant, walking to the spot 
and showing the policemen where he 
discovered the body. 

“I came along here and walked 
around this freight car, and right here 
where I stand I saw a man’s body 
lying on the tracks.”

Soviets Pledge to 
Pay Debts.

PARIS, Feb. 22.—Premier Millerand 
leaves France today for London. Ne- 
gotiations there next week are expect- 
ed to result in important decisions re- 
garding Russia. 

Indications here on the eve of M. 
Millerand’s departure were that the 
French will withdraw from the policy 
of refusing absolutely to deal with the 
bolsheviki. French newspapers point 
out Prime Minister Lloyd George's re- 
cent refusal to help Poland or Yude- 
nitch in a fight on the bolsheviki indi- 
cate the British at next week’s session 
in London will endeavor to conclude 
negotiations for resuming commercial 
relations with Russia. 

The fact that the Litvinoff-O’Grady 
pourparlers have brought forth defi- 
nite “ guarantees ” from the bolsheviki 
to pay Ruesia’s war debts will swing

line with the British plan to do busi- 
ness with the bolsheviki, it is believed.

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PARIS SERVANTS 
TAX TOBE MADE 
PROGRESSIVE 


PARIS, Feb. 22.—The city of Paris, 
having a deficit of nearly 500,000,000 
francs, is planning a novel taxation for 
the purpose of paying off the deficit 
within three years—61,000,000 francs 
of it this year. 

A progressive tax on servants is pro- 
prosed. This would begin with 40 
francs a year for the first maid servant 
and 84 francs for the first man servant, 
the rate increasing with additional serv- 
ants so that any one with five in hig 
employ would have to pay 1,200 francs 
yearly. The hope is expressed that this 
tax, if put into operation, will tend 
to solve the domestic servant prob- 
lem, in that it would discourage too 
many servants in one family and leave 
the surplus for others. 

The plan to tax pianos is revived. 
The rate proposed for this taxation is 
30 frances yearly for upright pianos 
and 60 francs for grands. Pianos used 
for giving instruction will be exempt.

3 NURSES RISK

Three young women upheld the rep- 
utation of nurses for bravery in a fire 
at the Evanston hospital yesterday. 

Miss Mabel Hazen, 22 years old and 
pretty, was severely burned in running 
frorfi the laboratory through a corridor 
, Seventy-five feet long and out of doors 
‘with a pan of disinfectant that had 
| become ignited and threatened to cause 

| serious explosion. 

Miss Inez McLaughlin, 24 years old, 
a nurse, and Miss Katherine Markee, 
and switchboard operator, 
saved Miss Hazen’s life by wrapping 


burning chemicals enveloped her. 

Miss Markee, after assisting in this 
rescue, hurried to the switchboard to 
summon the fire department. She 
found, the telephone cable had been 
burned and had to run a block to the 
fire alarm box. 

Dr. William R. Parks attended Miss 
Hazen, whose condition last night was 
reported to be serious. 

The fire department succeeded in 
putting out the blaze before it could 
eat its way into a storeroom contain- 
ing a large quantity of ether. 

Dr. F. H. Perry, superintendent of 
the hospital, praised the bravery of the 
nurses. 

“ Miss Hazen risked her life without 
the slightest hesitation because she 
realized the danger of an explosion in 
the laboratory,” he said. “ They saved 
many lives, and we afte all proud of 
the pluck these young women dis- 
played.”

The'agency for settling disputes is to 
be a newly formed industrial court, | 
where “ all controversies involving the 
rights of employés, employers or the 
public, in re™ation to production, trans- 
portation or distribution of the neces- 
saries of life shal]l be heard and de- 
cided.” 

“Such court shall,” the first draft 
provides, “ exercise exclusive authority 
regarding regulation, capitalization, 
franchises, the quantity and quality 
of service, the price charges, the wages 
paid, and the hours and conditions of 
labor.” 

The draft provides that when the 
court deems it in the interest of justice 
it shall take over and operate any 
such industries; “and it shall limit 
the right strike where in its opin- 
ion a strike would interfere with an 
indispensable, public service or com- 
modity.” 

Makeup of Court. 
The court is to consist of nine judges, 
one to be elected by the electors of
